A Love-Hate Relationship 


(Editor’s Note: Sound and fury, with more than a little 
wheel-spinning, has characterized public reaction to rising prices, 
rising interest rate and inflation without we the people, and we the 
politicians, showing much inclination to accept the facts of 
economic life. So, the following remarks, by Don Paarlberg, director 
of agricultural economics, U.S. department of agriculture, are most 
appropriate. Paarlberg made the remarks at a recent meeting of 


Allied Grape Growers in Merced.) 


We have a love-hate 
relationship with inflation. We 
hate inflation, but we love the 
self-indulgence that brings it 
about. 

The laboring man_ hates 
inflation, but he persuades his 
Congressman to vote for a higher 
minimum wage. The business 
man hates inflation but he loves 
the quotas that keep out 
low-priced foreign goods. 
Farmers hate inflation but they 
like an increase in price supports 
for dairy products. Bankers hate 
inflation but the banking system 
generates the: new money that 
causes it. The home-owner hates 
inflation but he likes to pay off 
his mortgage with cheap dollars. 

The housewife wants a 
price-rollback for meat but she 
doesn’t want the empty 


meat-counter that would result. 


The apartment-dweller wants 
rent control but doesn’t want 
the housing shortage that in time 
would follow. We citizens want 
stable prices but don’t want to 
pay the taxes needed to take the 
upward tilt out of the price 


level. We all hate inflation but 
we love the increased 
employment that seems to go 
with it. We want the dollar value 
of our assets to rise and the real 
burden of our debts to decrease; 
inflation assures that these 
things will occur. 

We want our public officials 
to make a valiant effort to curb 
inflation. But we don’t really 
want them to be successful, 
except as success might come 
from restricting somebody else. 
From the. standpoint of the 
Nation as a whole, however, 
there is nobody else. 

Inflation results from the 
actions that citizens demand 
from. their government. Pogo, 
the comic strip character, said it 
all in one sentence: ‘‘We has met 
the enemy and they is us.” 

This love-hate relationship 
with inflation is not unique to 
the United States. Reasonably 
reliable price statistics are kept 
by twenty developed countries. 
Since 1970, price increases have 
occurred in every one of these

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FARM SAFETY 
THEME - “FALLS 
HURT, BE ALERT” 


VISALIA — Emphasis on 
farm safety, as well as safety on 
highways, in homes, and while 
enjoying recreational activities 
will be stressed during the July 
25-31 period, officially 
designated by presidential 
proclamation as Farm Safety 
Week. 

Calling attention to the fact 
that dollar cost of accidents is

_ countries. The average increase 

was 21 percent. Our 

performance was the best; in the 

United States the increase was 
only 12 percent. 

With modern monetary and 
fiscal institutions, a country can 
have whatever price level it 
wants. By restricting the 
creation of new money, by 
disciplining the budget, by 
curbing the power of industry 
and organized labor, and by 
adjusting the exchange rate, a 
country could have a reasonably 
stable price level. The fact that 
none of the twenty countries has 
done so is ample evidence that, 
while we all say we want 
inflation to be suppressed, we 
really want other things more. 

Inflation is like sin; deplored 
in word but practiced in deed. 

What causes inflation? 
Economists identify two variants 
of the virus: Cost-push and 
demand-pull. 

Cost-push inflation comes 
from the exercise of 
concentrated economic power 
by organized labor, business 
concerns and agricultural firms. 
Or, government may exercise 
power in behalf of these and 
other constituent groups. The 
result is an artificially-induced 
increase in costs, which works its 
way into the price structure and 
tilts the price level upward, even 
though resources are unused, 
men are idle, and the supply of 
money and credit is limited. This 
is the kind of inflation we had 
prior to the announcement of 
the Economic Stabilization 

- Program in August of 1971. 

Demand-pull inflation is of 
another sort. This form of the 
virus typically occurs when 
resOurces are at or near full use 
(so that increased production is 
difficult to achieve) and when 
the supply of money and credit 
is excessive: The excess can 

come from lax credit and from

deficit spending. Too much 
money chases a limited supply 
of goods. The result is rising 
prices, even though costs may 
not have risen. 

Both forms of the virus may 
be present at the same time, as is 
now the case. 

Inflation can be imported or 
exported, as the nations trade 
with one another. A Nation can 
no more ignore inflationary 
forces in the nations with which 
it trades than Heublein can price 
its wines without regard to 
Gallo. Right now we are 
importing inflation from our 
trading partners. 

. The devaluing of a country’s 
currency tends to increase the 
price level in the devaluing 
country, relative to the price 
levels in countries that do not 
devalue. This is now occurring. 

Cost-push and demand-pull 
inflation in the United States, a 
rising level of prices in the 
world, and three devaluations of 
the dollar have given us the 
steepest price rise in our 
peace-time history. 

To check this price rise, the 
President on June 13 announced 
a price freeze for 60 days or less, 
the period of the freeze to be 
used to fashion a new set of 
controls. 

All’ knowledgeable people 
agree that a price freeze cannot 
be operative for any extended 
period of time. The President 
recognized this, and so stated in 
his telecast on June 13. 

The problems of a freeze are 
especially great in agriculture. 
Our products are seasonal, 
perishable, competitive, varied in 
quality, diverse in location, and 
many in number. A fluctuating 
price is needed to encourage or 
discourage production, guide 
distribution, and _ influence 
consumption. We can limp along 
for a short time, perhaps, with a 


_ set of ceiling prices. But over 


any extended period we can no 
more operate with frozen prices 
than a car can operate with the

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position. There is no way to take 
the curves, Already we are in 
serious trouble with distorted 
base period prices, unique 
supply situations, and 
inequitable profit and _ loss 
relationships. In present trouble 
are producers of eggs, broilers, 
milk, and various fruits and 
vegetables. Tradesmen who 
handle farm products are in 
trouble. And in potential trouble 
is the consumer whose supply of 
various foods would be 
jeopardized if the freeze is long 
to continue. 

The crucial question, of 
course, is what should follow the 
freeze. 

As I see it, there are three 
things that can be done, either 
singly or more likely in 
combination. 

One is to suppress both 
cost-push and demand-pull 
inflation. This would attack 
inflation by striking at its root 
cause. But think for a moment 
how difficult this would be. We 
would have to check the power 
of labor unions, follow strong 
anti-trust policy with regard to 
business, deny the demands of 
farm groups, increase taxes, and 
reduce the availability of credit. 
We would have to dismantle the 
special interest legislation put on 
the books during these many 
years past. In my judgment, the 
President has gone about as far 
in this direction in the past two 
years as a political leader can go 
in a-country with a 
representative government. 

Another course would be to 
indulge special interest groups, 
to run budgetary deficits, to 
pump out large amounts of 
credit. and simultaneously to 
Suppress the resulting 
inflationary tendencies with a 
strong price-control system. 
Increasingly, we would have to 
insulate ourselves from 
inflationary trends in the rest of 
the world. By analogy, it might 
be possible for a time to pour

first opening night 25 years ago, Tewksbury, who had 
ae gre as . radi announcer, told a rather small crowd that 
he “hoped the flowers on stage were for a birth, not a death.” 

Actually, during subsequent years, there were times when the 
reason for the flowers was debatable, but the Barn did survive, and 
is surviving as an excellent, community-oriented activity. 

In that first cast were Art Friedman, (as we recall he was on 
the faculty at UCLA) his wife Madgel, and Arthur Flint in leading 
rolls. With them on stage were James Valentine, Kaye Holmes, 
Norma Montijo, Mary Ann Landigan, and David Weaver - also a 
young fellow named Eldon Hunt, playing a bit part and about 
whom we commented, “We hope Mr. Hunt appears in a more 
substantial role in later theater productions.” Man, did he ever. 

After 25 years of professional-calibre productions (a number of 
them) and real bummers (not many), with moves from the original 
Barn into an old turkey processing shed, into the Green Mill and 
finally into a permanent home - the present Barn theater; and with 
“professional talent” here and there along the line - Doug Beatty, 
Ann B. Davis, Richard Deacon, and Tewksbury himself - plus 
“almost professional” talent from among the hundreds of local 
folks who have participated in Barn theater productions; and in 
spite of almost constant stresses and strains in the non-artistic 
realm of such a crass item as money, the Barn has survived (Mrs. 
Violet Carpenter, center stage, please) and, at the moment seems 


to be doing nicely, thank you. 


“Sound of Music,” marking the Barn’s 25th anniversary, is a 
somewhat ambitious production. But so was “Petticoat Fever” 
back when the Barn really existed only in the mind of Pete 
Tewksbury, and maybe that’s why the Barn is now an established 
segment of the Porterville community, drawing performers, 
workers, and audience from the entire county - someone was 
always coming up with something that was “somewhat ambitious.” 

But enough of this looking back. Tonight we will not be 
attending the 25th anniversary performance at the Barn. Rather, 
we'll be watching another ambitious production that will mark the 
opening of the Barn’s second 25 years. 


more fuel into the fire box and 
to tie down the safety valve. The 
fact that the boiler might blow 
up seems unpersuasive to a great 
many people. 

Or, thirdly, we might do what 
has been done in a number of 
countries. . .grant preferential 
treatment to those who ask for 
it, pour out an abundant supply 
of low-cost credit, unbalance the 
budget by a wide: margin and 
forego any real attempt at 
suppressing the inflation that 
results. In effect, we might 
accept inflation as a way of life, 
despite the hardship it causes for 
the aged, the retired, the saver, 
the lender, and those on fixed 
salaries. 

Most likely, we will do some 
combination of these things. 

Forty years ago the United 
States was in the depths of a 
terrible depression. Prices had 
fallen, men were unemployed, 
and factories were idle. 

We devised a set of tools that 
helped lift us out of that 
agonized time: Government 
spending, deficit financing, price 
boosting and wage-increasing 
legislation, and special favors to 
many vocational groups. 

These very tools have now 
carried us to a danger of the 
opposite sort...inflation. The 


challenge now is to develop a 
framework of economic theory, 
to devise a set of tools, and to 


cultivate the attitudes that will . 


help us to cope with this new 
and difficult problem. I know of 
no greater economic challenge. 
Maybe when we have devoted as 
much intellectual effort and 
spent as much money on 
controlling inflation as we have 
on overcoming depression we 
will. have answers more 
promising than those now at 
hand.

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PRESIDENT SIGNS 
MATHIAS BILL TO 
EXTEND EDA 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
Congressman Bob Mathias- has 
announced that legislation he 
co-sponsored to extend the 
Economic Development 
administration (EDA) through 
June 30, 1974 has been signed 
into law by the President. 

He described the EDA as an 
‘““important job-creating 


' program” which has helped

The new law extends the life 
of the Economic Development 
administration for one year and 
authorizes $430 million during 
the next year to fund the 
activities provided by the Public 
Works and Economic 
Development act of 1965. 
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VISITOR-USE LIMITATION PLACED ON 
KINGS CANYON PARK BACK COUNTRY 


THREE RIVERS — All of 
Kings Canyon National Park’s 
backcountry is now being 
managed with visitor-use 
limitations through September 
3, Superintendent Henry G. 
Schmidt has announced. 


Purpose of the program is to 
protect the fragile ecology of the 
Sierra high country from overuse 
and to provide a more rewarding 
experience for back packers by 
eliminating overcrowding, 
Schmidt said. 

During the summer of 1972, 
a similar visitor control program 
was in effect for the central part 
of the Park’s backcountry, on an 
experimental basis, and that 
effort was so successful that the 
program has been expanded this 
year to include the entire 
backcountry area, according to 
Schmidt. 

“Daily entry limits at the 16 
major trailheads leading into the 
backcountry have been set,” he 
announced, “and the total 
number of entries permitted 
daily will be 510.” 

The visitor limitation 
program will be conducted 
jointly with the U.S. Forest 
service, since seven of the 16 
trailheads leading into the Kings 
Canyon backcountry are located 
in Inyo National forest, which is 
adjacent to the park on the east. 
Forest service personnel will 
handle entry permits at these 
points. 

Entry permits may bé 
obtained only in person on a 
first come, first served basis. 
Because weekends and holidays 
are heavy-use periods, Schmidt 
urged back packers to plan 
mid-week trips whenever 
possible.

Pre-Marital 
Blood Tests 
Are Required 


VISALIA — ‘‘Couples 
deciding on a wedding date 
should take into consideration 
that several days may be 
required to obtain premarital 
tests for rubella (German 
Measles),” County Clerk Jay 
Bayless says. 

“Depending on whether the 
laboratory test is done in the 
city where the couple’s 
physician practices, or whether 
it must be done in another city 
because lab facilities are not 
available, the elapsed time from 
drawing the blood to receiving 
the results in the doctor’s office 
may vary from 24 hours to a 
week,” according to Bayless. 

Bayless stated that Tulare 
county is one of the 17 counties 
in California that is prepared to 
perform the tests now and to 
complete marriage health 
certificates being distributed by 
the state. 

According to California 
Health and Welfare Secretary Dr. 
Earl Brian, antibody testing for 
rubella was required by 1972 
legislation in order to inform 
women about to be married 
whether they are at risk of 
contracting the virus disease 
which can cause fetal 
abnormalities during pregnancy. 

Liek the premarital syphilis 
test, he says, the purpose is to 
protect future generations from 
physical disabilities that can be 
prevented.

130 Million Sterile Moths Will Fight 
Pink Bollworm In San Joaquin Valley 


WASHINGTON — The U.S. 
Department of Agriculture has 
announced it will release more 
than 130 million sterile pink 
bollworm moths in the 
cotton-growing areas of 
California’s San Joaquin valley 
this summer and fall. 

The San Joaquin valley grows 
approximately 95 percent of 
California’s estimated 1,890,000 
bales of cotton, and is the only 
area west of Arkansas and 
Louisiana not generally infested 
with pink bollworm. 

In the test, 875,000 moths 
are dropped each day from 
low-flying aircraft to mate with 
any native moths that might be 
present. This is estimated to be 
more than 100 times the number 
of native fertile moths. 

When sterile and fertile moths 
mate, less than three percent of 
the eggs produced will hatch. Of 
those that hatch, less than four 
percent will survive to the adult 
stage, and those that do are 
sterile. 

Insect traps baited with a 
powerful synthetic sex 
attractant known as hexalure are 
used to monitor the

In all, about 50,000 traps will be 
used throughout the valley this 
year at the rate of one trap for 
each 20 acres of cotton. 

State-federal entomologists 
examine all captured insects to 
determine whether they are 
sterile or: normal.

The New Beef 


The Dean of Agriculture at 
Texas A&M sounded a warn- 
ing to American cattlemen re- 
cently during the fifth annual 
California Livestock Sympo- 
sium in Fresno. Their indus- 
try faces head-on competition 
with foreign counterparts who 
are greatly increasing their 
beef production because of 
swiftly rising demand in their 
countries. Dr. L. S. Pope said: 

“Only our ability to 1in- 
crease productivity per anl- 
mal unit to offset higher 
production costs, plus the 
continued output of a more 
desirable kind of beef, will 
‘permit prosperity and sur- 
vival of America’s No. 1 ag- 
ricultural industry.” 

Encouragingly, at the same 
time came word, from two 
sources, of experiments in 
beef production that seem, 
hopefully, to fill ‘Dr. Pope’s 
prescription. . 

The more unusual effort is 
that of Hillsborough cattle- 
man D. C. Basolo, Jr. After 
15 years of hard work in Mon- 
tana and more recently on 
ranches near Stockton and 
Santa Rosa, Basolo has proved 
that buffalo can be crosse 
with domestic cattle—some- 
thing animal husbandrymen 
long said simply couldn’t be 
done. 

Not only has: it happened, 
but the result is an animal 
whose meat is higher in pro- 
tein, lower in cholesterol and 
fat, and costs less to produce 
than regular beef. The hy- 
brid’s rate of growth is twice 
that of cattle, Basolo says; it 
takes less feed to produce 
pounds; it is less susceptible 
to disease. And its meat, he 
says, tastes like beef really 
should. 

The other development is 
the United States Department 
of Agriculture’s recent bles- 
sing on the sale of bullock 
beef. This is quite a switch, 
and is susceptible to some 
pretty corny comment. But 
seriously, the beef shortage 
has created a new attitude on 
beef production, with more 
bullocks being raised for beef, 
instead of breeding. 

What’s your choice, Dr. 
Pope: beefsteak, bull steak or 
buffa-beef?

Tulare County Property Assessment 
Is Reported Below The State Average 


SACRAMENTO — 
average local property 
assessment level in Tulare 
County stands at 22.5 percent of 
market value, compared to the 
statewide: average of 23.7 
percent. 

Noting that all 58 county 
assessors have declared that they 
are assessing at 25 percent of 
market value as required by law, 
state Board of Equalization 
Member John W. Lynch 
explained the seeming 
difference. 

The county assessor is, in 
fact, assessing at 25 percent of 
his latest estimates of market 
value. But all of his appraisals 
may not be 1973 values. The 
county assessor, lacking the staff 
to revalue all property every 
year, may be basing many of his 
assessments on appraisals made 
two or three years earlier. 

The state board’s figures 
represent the relationship 
between the counties’ total 
locally assessed values and the 
board’s estimates of the 
respective market values of 
locally assessable property as of 
the current year. 

Another area of difference is 
in business equipment and 
inventories. The assessor must 
base his assessments initially on 
unaudited property statements, 
and no assessor has enough staff 
to audit all accounts within the 
four-year statute of limitations. 
The Board’s appraisal of 
properties of this type are based 
on current audits in all instances. 

To , reach its figures, the 
Board’s statisticians use carefully 
designed ‘‘random stratified 
samples” in which five to six 
thousand properties are 
appraised each year in one-third 
of the counties. The total 
market values derived from these 
samples are then adjusted to the 
current year of reference to 
economic indices and various 
data supplied by county 
officials. 

The significance of the figures 
is that a county’s assessment 
ratio is the key to a number of 
programs involving over $1.5 
billion in state aid to local 
governments, payments by local 
governments to the State, and 
payments by counties to school 
districts. The ratios are also used 
to calculate assessed values of 
properties appealed to the 
boards of equalization or 
assessment appeals boards in 
certain counties, to adjust tax 
rates of some _ intercounty 
districts, and for other purposes. 

State aid is distributed to 


The 


school districts with relatively 
low taxable wealth per child. 
The Board’s ratio for a county is 
used together with a school 
district’s assessed value to 
compute a district’s taxable 
wealth. School district 
repayments of state loans and 
their debt limits are also 
established by formulas which 
involve these ratios.

finishing operations including 
bonderizing, degreasing, painting 
and tumbling, a control and 
cable assembly department, 
inspection, injection molding 
and stamping. 

Purchasing requirements, 
according to O’Neil will include 
sourcing of screw machine parts, 
die castings, plating, stamping 
and raw materials such as bar 
and sheet stock, coil, strip and 
plastic materials. 

O’Neil said it is expected that

Founded in 1941, the 
beginnings of today’s Mechanical 
Controls division was originally 
known as The Morse Instrument 
company. Its first product 
consisted of a line of aerial wing 
cameras produced for the Army 
Air corps. 

At the close of World War II, 
with the resultant decrease in 
government contracts, the 
company began to turn its 
interests toward more 
commercial items when Founder 
John Morse invented a “single 
lever control” mechanism which 
ultimately revolutionized the 
marine industry. 

With this design concept, one 
lever is utilized to 
simultaneously control both the 
clutch and throttle on 
powerboats. The original 
application was on a speedboat; 
however, the single lever control 
is now used on many types of 
boats, including U.S. Coast 
Guard vessels. 

To insure the exact operation 
of the revolutionary single lever 
control, the company, in 1962, 
began to produce its own line of 
push-pull cables. Perfection of 
the unique. stainless steel 
Red-Jacket cable led to the next 
new product development for 
the marine industry: The 
complete series of Morse 
“Command” steering systems. 

Then known as Morse 
Controls, Inc., the company 
soon became recognized as the 
nation’s largest and most 
respected producer of engine 
control and steering systems for 
inboard and outboard boats. 

In January, 1969, Morse 
Controls, Inc., was acquired by 
North American Rockwell 
corporation (NR), which several 
months later also acquired 
Teleflex, Ltd. of England, the 
major European producer and 
distributor of similar products. 
Early this year, North American 
Rockwell changed its name to 
Rockwell International. 

What has recently become the 
Mechanical Controls division, 
comprised of the eight 
manufacturing facilities of Morse 
Controls division and 
Teleflex-Morse, Ltd. is now 
responsible, world-wide, for this 
important part of Rockwell 
International’s business ventures.
